In fact lie seems inclined to

st.<*r midway between the democratic views of

Grote and the manifest reaction of later times

toward the aristocratic notions of Mitford. For ex¬

ample, he admits the great force of Grete's defence
of tho Sophists, but ncvcrth.-l-ss, approves tbe

criticism of I'l.it., upon those paid philosophers. In

alluding to a few authorities on the career "f

Pericles, lt ..ems odd that he dbl not mention tbe

censuring paragraphs In Plato's dialogue entitled
"Gorglas." The simple fact ol thc matter in

Pericles's case ls that though h<* was called a

demagogue, he was the most self-contained, the

least disposed to yield to popular clamor, of all the

men who have been called by this epithet. Tho

reason of his extraordinary success in dealing with

a populace like that of Athens must be found in

the perfect understanding that existed between
him an.l the citizens whom he had to control. Tho

only man in modern times to ba compared wita
him is Lincoln. While Lincoln's actual problem was

infinite beside the narrow politics of the Aegean

coast, yet it was really no more Intricate than that

of Pericles. Pericles was at bis best when he

found the Athenians at their best. He was not

obliged to be complaisant and companionable, be¬

cause he knew in his own heart what tho people
were thinking. If he ha.l lived longer, or if ho had

been succeeded by men capable of carrying out his

views, there la no question but that the Athenian

Empire would have been prolonged. It might even

have rendered thc Macedonian conquest needless, per¬

haps Impossible. I', rides never would have yield".!
to the popular madness whleh sent the whole naval

power of Athens to perish before Syracuse, because
lie knew that Athena hail only ene enemy. Sparta;
and thal tho success of this foo meant a halt in the

progress of civilization. Ho might not have used

words such as we use In looking back at the p.-ie-

ponneslan war. but he knew well that Athens stood

for a far higher Ideal of humanity than Sparta,
Air.
